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APPEAL LOST 
TO FIRE TEACHERS 


Greater Victoria school hoard 
has suffered its second defeat in a 
lejial contest with two teachers. 
Bona MacMurchie and Kvelsn 
Ball 

County court Judge M L. 
Drake has rejected the tmard's 
appeal of the unanimous decision 
of a three-man board of reference 
in October. 1972 to reinstate 
teachers 

Miss MacMurchie. 6.1. and Miss 
Ball. 50. both of 3825 Kremlin, had 
been fired for “neglect of duty" 
hy the school hoard in July. 1972. 

Tliey had spent the previous 
eight months in Arizona 
recovering from influenza which 
first struck them both in October. 
1971. 

Neither teacher saw a doctor 
during their .stay in Arizona or 
before they left, although they 
consulted Dr. D. M Whitley hy 
telephone before they lefl. 


In his decision. Drake said the 
cose really depended on whether 
the two women were telling the 
truth when they said they were ill 
for nine months, or whether they 
w«Te not unwell as the school 
hoard maintained. 

"Their evidence in this regard 
was entirely uncorroborated 
said Drake of the illness. 

"Yi't the hoard of reference, 
after a full and careful hearing, 
explicitly found the respondents 
ithe teachers) worthy of belief 
and accepted their testimony ” 

Drake refused to change the 
decision of the board of 
reference. 

Miss Bail and Miss Mac- 
Murchie must now he reinstated, 
unless theschool hoard decides to 
appeal the case again to the court 
of appeals. 

Neither woman has worked 
since October. 1971. 


Patronage 

charged 


Opposition leaders have 
charged the government with 
blatant political patronage in the 
appointment of four NDP party 
members to the Simon Fraser 
University Board of Govemors. 

The appointments, announced 
last week, include two former 
NDP MLAs. defeated at the polls 
during the 1960s. and two known 
party members 

Tliey are: Anthony Gargraye. a 
Vancouver lawyer who served as 
Mackenzie MI*A from 1952 to 
1966; Ray Parkinson, a North 
Vancouver psychiatrist who 
served one term from 1966 to 1969 
as Vancouver-Burrard Ml.A: 
David Yorke, a University of B.C 
law student: and Jane Conway, a 
Burnaby housewife and former 
social worker. 

Official opposition leader Bill 
Bennett called appointments 
“the worst sort of patronage." 
given as rewards for party 
service. 

“It can’t he called pork barrel, 
because a barrel would not be big 
enough for all the people they 
have appointed for political 
rewards in their first 15 months in 
office," said Bennett. 


I.ibera] leader David Anderson 
said he was “appalled hy the 
political nature of the ap¬ 
pointments." 

"Universities are generally 
considered to be exempt from 
political interference and con¬ 
trol." he said, adding that it is 
"clear” the government intends 
.0 bring politics into the 
imiversities. 

“If. say. one NDP person were 
appointed to the board, such as 
Mr. Gargrave. a good man. then 
there's nothing wrong in that. 
becau.se he would he appointed 
for his ability But when you fill 
all four appointments with NDP 
people, clearly the objective is to 
bring their common denominator 
to the hoard, which is a political 
viewpoint." Anderson said. 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said he saw the move as 
further evidence of "the un¬ 
derlying aim of the government 
to indoctrinate in areas that arc 
supposed to be free from political 
influence." 

Bennett said the Socreds are 
preparing a list of all NDP 
political appointments. 


"Dramatic" increases in local 
school taxes can be expected next 
year unless school hoards cut 
hack "enormous" projected 
increases in their 1974 budgets. 
Education Minister Eileen Dailly 
warned last week. 

But her calls for school hoard 
action fell on unsympathetic 
ears, as spokesman charged the 
government is doing “an about 
face" on freeing school spending. 

Tentative budgets prepared hy 
D.C.'s74 school districts forecast 
an $82 million increase in 
spending compared with 1973 
budgets, which were $53 million 
over 1972. 

"When it is realized that 
enrolment in the public schools 
has increased hy less than 14 per 
cent in the two-year period from 
1972 to 1974. the total increase of 
$135 million in the two-year 
period is not reasonable," Dailly 
said. 

The minister said she expects 
school trustees to prepare final 
budgets "very carefully" to 
ensure that the $82 million in¬ 
crease is trimmed down to 
^event "a dramatic increase in 
local sdiool mill rates." 

The NDP announced soon after 
taking office that spending 
restrictions imposed on school 
iioards hy the former Social 
Credit government would he 
removed and Dailly said she 
made it "very, very clear that 
hoards of school trustees would 
have to exercise fiscal respon¬ 
sibility ” 

Opposition party leaders were 
quick to rebuke the minister’s 
comments and Greater Victoria 
school board chairman Peter 
Bunn said there appeared to be 
"every indication of 
backtracking” on the part of the 
government. 

Bunn compared the govern¬ 
ment's actions to those of a 
parent who tells his children they 
look sloppy, orders them to get 
some new clothes and then 
"blows up” when he sees the hill. 

"If the minister wants to have 
better quality education we’re 
going to have to pay for it." he 
said, stressing that school hoards 
are still trying to make some of 
the progress they were prevented 
from achieving under the 
Socreds 

Victoria’s school operating 
budget is up 18 per cent this year, 
from about $24.6 million to about 
$29 million. Bunn said, and that 
will just cover increases in 
teachers salaries and allow for a 
"slight drop" in student-teacher 
ratios and “some educational 
enrichment across the hoard." 

Almost 70 per cent of a school 
hoard’s budget goes to teachers’ 
salaries, he said, and if the 
government hopes to keep down 
education costs “it's obvious 
some sort of control over teacher 
salary increases has to he 
established” 

Saanich school board chairman 
Ruhymay Parrott said her 
district kept within llOper cent of 
its 1973 budget and she agreed 
that budgets should be prepared 
carefully. 

Final school board budgets 
must be submitted hy February.

Help US, asks town 


The crif^led mill town of Port 
Alice, reeling from the effects of 
a giant mud slide Saturday, is 
appealing to the provincial 
government for help as a disaster 
area. 

The slide of mud. rocks and 
logs — aliout a mile lung and 200 
yards in width — hurtled down on 
the Rumble Beach area, wren¬ 
ching one house 70 feet from its 
foundations and damaging about 
10 others. But no one was hurt 

Heat was cut off in the town of 
about 2.500 people because of a 
feared leak in the gas mains. It 
was restored again Sunday. 

Damage is expected to run to at 
least $250,000. 

Mayor John van der Elst said 
women and children were 
evacuated to Rainier Canada's 


Ltd’s hunkhouses at June Lan¬ 
ding. about five miles along 
Neroutsos Inlet. Port Alice is 
situated on the inlet off Quatsino 
Sound on the northwestern tip of 
Vancouver Island. 

About 70 men were working at 
the Rainier mill at the time of the 
slide and were stranded, one 
bridge between the mill and the 
town being washed out and the 
other badly damaged. 

Mill officials are hoping a 
temporary bridge can he 
established to allow the mill to 
reopen. 

TTie slide was triggered by 
torrential rains, culminating in a 
fall of two inches in less than 24 
hours 

As the water plunged down the 
mountain, carrying debris with 


it, creeks spilled over. Volunteers 
worked feverishly, digging 
trenches to reroute one creek that 
threatened further damage. 
Cars were swept from a 
parking lot in the path of the 
slide 

"It all started with a loud 
explosion." said Dick Fuller, 
chairman of Port Alice’s parks 
and recreation commission. 
"Then there was a senes of 
bangs, like claps of thunder " 
Mayor-elect Alec McLeod said 
thetown had no alternative hut to 
ask the provincial government to 
declare it a disater area. 

"We will definitely make 
overtures for help.” he said. 
"We will not he able to look after 
all the damage done to the roads 
and other facilities”

All known heroin and opiate 
addicts in Canada would face 
compulsory detention for 
medical treatment under con¬ 
troversial recommendations in 
the final report of the Le Dain 
Commission of inquiry into the 
non-medical use of drugs. 

After more than four years of 
research and hearings across 
Canada, the federal commission 
recommended that police be 
given the power to take a 
suspected addict to court where a 
judge could order medical 
treatment leading to from one to 
three months confinement in 
special residential drug treat¬ 
ment facilities. 

If the addict refused treatment, 
he would he released but 
thereafter be treated as a 
criminal if caught in possession 
of drugs. 

The report, which did not deal 
with marijuana, also recom¬ 
mended: 

— an experimental heroin 
treatment program using legal 
heroin injections under carefully 
controlled conditions. 

— banning of, or tighter con¬ 
trols on alcohol advertising 

— not making simple 
possession of osy- inore drugs a 
criminal offence 

— maximum jail terms of two 
years for possession of opiates 
and strong hallucinogens like 
LSD. and no jail terms where 
possiltle for simple possei»siun 

— removing use of opiates as 
an offence in addition to the of¬ 
fences of possession 

— no change in penalties for 
trafficking in opiates and drugs 
like LSD. amphetamines and 
barbiturates, hut placing the 
burden of proof on the prosecutor 
rather than on the trafficking 
suspect 

Alcohol remains the most 
dangerous drug used in Canada, 
according to the report, and is 
used by three-quarters of the 
population over 18 years of age. 


Alcohol, above all other forms 
of drugs, has the strongest and 
mo.st consistent relationship to 
crime and is associated with a 
high' incidence of medical 
problems, says the report 

Tlie report dealt at length with 
the harmful and wide-ranging 
effects of heavy alcohol use on 
health and found, besides the 
well-advertised reactions, that 
drinking is a significant factor in 
cancer of the mouth, larynx, 
pharynx and esophagus. 

Local reaction to the report 
was generally favorable and 
there appeared to be agreement 
that the drug addict should be 
treated medically rather than 
jailed. 

"I think the addict is much like 
the perpetual drunk and is a 
medical and social problem and 
should be treated as such." 
said Victoria Police Chief J. F. 
Gregory. 

Gr^ory said he agreed "ab¬ 
solutely” with the principle of the 
compulsory detention program in 
treating the drug abuse as a 
medical problem "Mke TB is 
treated in a sanitorium." 

Health Minister Dennis Cocke 
said addicts shouldn’t be in¬ 
carcerated "except where al^ 
solutely necessary' but said he 
was concerned about the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the recommended 
program. "We’ve yet to see any 
treatment program that has 
yielded much of a result ~ that’s 
the catch to the whole thing." 
he said.

Simpson’s record-shattering 
performance against New York 
Jets overshadowed Sunday’s 
crucial battles that settled the 
playoff picture in the National 
Football League. 

Clearly, it was Simpson's day. 
11)0 brilliant Buffalo fullback 
eclipsed three individual records 
as the Bills crushed the Jets 34-14 
on the final day of the regular 
season. 

Simpson became the first U S. 
professional player to rush for 
2,000 yards. He did it with a six- 
yard spurt w‘th about six minutes 
left in the game and then was 
rushed to the Buffalo dressing 
room to escape the 
"congratulations" of an en¬ 
thusiastic New York crowd. 

Simpson finished with 2.003 
yards. He needed 61 yards before 
the game to Iveak the season’s 
record of 1.863 set in 1963 hy 
Cleveland great Jim Brown. He 
did it before the first half ended. 
He carried the ball 34 times to 
finish with 332 carries for the 
season to surpass another mark 
established by Brown (305). His 
day’s total of 200 yards marked 
the 11th time Simpson carried for 
more than 100 in a game this 
season and made him the first in 
history to carry for 200 yards in 
three games in a season. 

It overshadowed a hectic 
weekend in which Washington 
Redskins, Pittsburg Steelers.

Lorimer’s estimate of $1.4 
million in additional revenue to 
municipalities is based on 197$. 
assessments and mill rates. 

Six Vancouver Island com¬ 
munities are affected liy the 
government’s policy change, hut 
only two will see an increase in 
revenue as a result Port Hardy 
will gain $90,000 from taxation of 
Utah Mines and Campbell River 
will gain $11,000 from Crown 
Zellerbach. 

The other four will not have a 
revenue increase because the 
concessions granted the in¬ 
dustrial and commercial 
operations within their boun¬ 
daries did not include a service 
provided by the communities. 
'TTiey are Gold River and Tahsis. 
whose boundaries include the 
operations of Tahsis Co.. Port 
Alice, where Rayonier Canada 
Ltd. has an operation, and 
Sayward. where MacMillan 
Bloedel Ltd. operates a mill. 


The community gaining most 
from the new tax revenue is 
Prince George, which will get an 
extra $515,000 from Prince 
George Pulp.

The announcement followed a 
meeting earlier this week bet¬ 
ween Barrett. Levi and 
spokesmen for the B C 
Association of Non-Status Indians 
and the B.C. Union of the Indian 
Chiefs.
